N the great Checbianca, a 
Mi | ERR Region now loſt, by the 
|. UW REA Ignorance of Geographers, 
reigned anciently a King 
=D call'd Cphaf, or Cepbars, 
a Name which ſignified in the Lan- 
guage of that Country (at this time 


— 
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as little known as the Punick Tongue) 
Felicity of the People ; a glorious Name, 
which, poſſibly, Chance or Flattery, 
had beſtowed upon it. There was no 
one to ſucceed this Prince in his wide- 
extended Dominions, bur his only Son, 
for whom the Chechiancans had an 
extraordinary Veneration ; and who, 
from his moſt tender Years, form'd, 
but without their knowing why, their 
deareſt Hopes. In theſe Times F airies 

govern'd the Univerſe. 

As theſe Iilelligences act more from 
Cap rice than Reaſon, they muſt neceſſa-

larity. Moſt Beings make an ill Ofc 
of unlimited Power ; and that Man 
who can act as he pleaſes, does not 
always make Juſtice the Rule of his 
WI.

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tothe making of Acroſticks. Tho 
his Inclination was turn'd chiefly to 
Poetry, he yet did not neglect the reſt 
of the polite Arts. All the Virtuoſi 

in Chechian had Pieces of his Painting 
in their Cabinets, and the ſeveral Ex- 
volo's of the great Temple were all of his 
Pencil. Operas, the Words and Muſic 
 Whereof were of his compoſing, were 
frequently repreſented at Chechian. It 
cannot be denied but that he had the 
fineſt Taſte in the World ; and nothing 
was a more conſpicuous Proof of it, 
than his preferring the Sackbu? to all | 
other Inſtruments. He was ſo paſſio- 

nately fond of it, that Cephaes, who I 
gave blindly into all the Caprices of the 
Prince, had caus'd to be hung up in 
the Spires of all the Temples of Che- | 
. chian) inſtead of Kettle-drums, with | 
which the People were before call'd to 
Prayer) Sackbuts of an enormous 
Size. Several Princes of the Blood 
had been appointed to play on thoſe 
Inſtruments on proper Occaſions, and, 
tor that Reaſon were honour'd with the 
ſupreme Title of grand Sackbut-players 
of the State. This Poſt became PR 
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of the moſt conſiderable in the King- 
dom, and the ſenior Sackbut- player 
we declared Conſtable. His Majeſty, 
to raiſe the Splendor of this Poſt, ho- 
nour'd thoſe on whom it was beſtow'd, 
with a Bear-skin Pair of Breeches, a- 
dorn'd with Tufts of Hair after the 
Indian Faſhion z which Honour, tho? 
it may appear fantaſtical to us, was 
yet, in the Opinion of that People, a 
Mark of the moſt peculiar Diſtinction. 
Tanzai anſwer'd the Tenderneſs his 
Father indulg'd him, by that great 
Regard which an excellent Education 


Inſpires. Dear to the Nations he was 
one Day to govern; belov*d by the 


illuſtrious Fairy Barbacela, and the 
Admiration of the whole World, he 


ſeem'd to have attain'd the higheſt 


Pitch of Felicity. However, his Heart 


{ was naturally tender, and yet he was 


not allowed to entertain a ſoft Paf- 


{ ſion. 


The Fairy, becauſe of certain Acci- 
dents with which the Prince was threat- 
ned, incaſche ſhould fix his Aſſections, 
or marry before he was full twenty, 
had abſolutely prohibited him both, * 

1 the 
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che Time in which the Fates allowed 
him to diſpoſe of himſelf. Thefe Orders 


were expreſs, and it was as dangerous 
for Tanzai to infringe, as difficult to o- 
bey ' em. How was it poſſible, in a 
Court which the Pleaſures had choſen 
for their Seat; here the Ladies height- 
ned their Charms with all the ſeducing 
Arts of Coquettry ; where their only 
Buſinefs and Study were to raiſe Deſires, 
and afterwards fatiate them; for. a 
Prince in the Bloom of Life, amiable, 
and of a Soul formed for Love, to con- 


tmue long indifferent? *Twou'd have 


been to no purpoſe for him to entertain 
any ſuch Hopes. And accordingly 
Tanzai, (ſenſible how pernicious a Court 
is, to all who are exhorted to lead a 
Life of Virtue ; and being oppreſs'd, 
as it were, where-ever he appear'd, 
with melting Glances, or warm De- 
clarations, he at laſt reſolv'd to leave 
it; to retire to a Palace of his own, 


ſtanding on the Sea-ſhore ; and to for- 


bid all Women Entrance to it. This 
Reſolution ſurprized every one. The 


Motives of it were unknown ; and ſuch 


Ladies as were diſguſted upon that ac- 
count, 
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count; ſpread Reports no ways advan- 
tageous to T auzai, who either was not 
inform'd of, or did not value *em. 
He was but Eighteen when he ſecluded 
himſelf in this Solitude, and three. 
Months after grew quite tir'd of it. 
When abſent . the charming Sex 
which employ'd his whole Soul, no- 
thing was capable of amuſing him; 
and he tortur'd his Imagination to no 
purpoſe, in order to invent ſome Scenes 
of Diverſion : the leis he knew the ex. 
20 905 Pleaſure of loving, the more 
oothing was the Image he form'd to 
himſelf of it. That ſo ſweetly- tender 
Union of two Hearts, which he had 
frequently deſcrib'd in his Writings ; 
choſe Tranſports, and that fo ſtrong De- 
light in Love, became at laſt the only 
Bleſſing he wiſhed to enjoy. Growing 


more uneaſy every Day, he refolv'd to

HE Prince's Return gave occa- 
ſion to new Conjectures, and 

was, to the Politicians of Chechian, an 
inexhauſtible Source of Arguments and 
Chimeras. The Common People, 
who are ever for aſcribing a Cauſe to 
the Actions of their Sovereign when 
. they 
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they are moſt hid from them, 'tortur'd 
their Brains with perpetual thinking; 
and were, at laſt, as much in the dark 
with regard to the Motives of his Re- 


turn, as thoſe which had occaſioned his 
Abſence. The Women were leſs puz- 
zled ; and there was not one among em 
but concluded that Tanzai, prey*d up- 


on by a ſecret Flame which his Pride 


had in vain endeavour'd to extinguiſh, 
was return'd from no other Motive, 


than to pay the Beauty who had con- 
quer'd his Heart, a Homage which it 
was not in his power to refuſe any 
longer. But now I think on it, what 
neceſſity was there for Tanzas being 
ſo reſery'd? Ought Perſons of ſuch 


high Rank to diſſemble their Wiſhes, 


and ſhould Princes be ſtruck with Fear 
when they make their Addreſſes?

Among the 
various Ladies who laid claim to Tan- 


abs Heart, his Governante imagir'd 


her Rights to be the beſt founded; and 
ſhe was firmly perſuaded, that, if not 
from Inclination, at leaſt out of Grati- 
tude, he would devote to her his firſt 
Sighs, or firſt Whims. The moſt ex- 
perienc'd Coquets of the Court diſput- 
ed alſo the Conqueſt of his Heart, and | 
exhibited before him all ſuch things as 
a, Deſire of pleaſing, with regard to 
Looks and Behaviour, ſuggeſts to the | 
Fair. However, theſe made no Im- 
preſſion on the Prince's Indifference : 

He wiſh'd for a modeſt Beauty, whoſe 
Simplicity was undiſguis'd by Art, and 
whom he might be permitted to ſee at 
her Toilet, without giving Offence. 
He even propos'd this Trial: But it 
very much perplex'd the Pretenders, 
how advantageouſly ſoever they might 
think of their Charms; and they choſe 
to reſign their Claim to Tanzai, rather 
than appear before him with the fright- 
ful Aſpect which they ow'd to their 
perpetual midnight Revels at Court, and 
the Fatigues that are inſeparable from 


| Quality. But 
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But now the King was reſolv'd to 
look out a ſuitable Match for his Son; 
and this being an Affair of the higheſt 
Importance, he thought proper to take 
the Advice of his Council. Each of 
the Foreign Miniſters - proposd the 
Daughter of his Sovereign. Twelve 


might flatter themſelves with the hopes 


of this Alliance; but Cephaes conclud- 
ing that his Son could not marry a 
dozen Princeſſes, was very much puz- 
zled with regard to-the Choice, The 
Monarchs who offer'd him their 
Daughters were vaſtly powerful : 
'T would be dangerous to diſpleaſe em, 
and but one could be fatisfy*'d : So that 
the Wiſdom of the Council had never 
been more embarraſs'd. The King's 
excellent Senſe (ſuperiour to that of all 
Men) hit at laſt upon an Expedient 
ſuitable to the Welfare of the Kingdom, 
and the Majeſty of the neighbouring 
Monarchs. He propos'd, that each 
of thoſe Kings ſhould ſend to Checbian 


the Princeſs he intended for his Son; 


that they ſhould all reſide thirteen 
Weeks at his Court; that he would 
ſpend twelve of theſe in viſiting them, 

9 one 
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one after another, in order. that he 
might have an opportunity of exami- 
ning their ſeveral Perfections, and they 
of forming a Judgment with regard to 
Janzai That the thirteenth Week, 
after having. duly meditated on the 
Beauty of their Perſons, or the Sweet- 
neſs of their Diſpoſitions, the Prince 
ſhould declare his Choice. That by 
this Method, none of the Monarchs in 
queſtion, could juſtly conſider the Re- 
fuſal which ſhould be made of his 
Daughters as Contempt, ſince Graces | 
and Perfections only were to determine 
here. The Council applauded the King's 
Reſolution, and the Miniſters having 
communicated this Propoſal to their 
reſpective Sovereigns, they all agreed 
to it. Immediately Apartments were 
prepar'd for the Reception of the ſeve- 
ral Beauties, who arriv'd not long at- 
ter. They were welcom'd with the 
moſt ſplendid Feſtivities : And ſeveral 
of the Prince's Operas were play'd, all 
which were greatly admir'd, either 
juſtly, or out of mere Complaiſance. 
Tanzai, at the firſt Glance he threw, 
finding the Princeſſcs 8 OY lovely, 
would

he contented himſelf with making 
them, both in Proſe and Verſe, the 
prettieſt Compliments in the World. 
As the Princeſſes had pleas'd him, fo 
not one of his Graces had eſcap'd their 
Notice. He charm'd 'em all; and this 
conformity of Sentiments increas'd the 
Averſion they already began to enter- 
tain for one another. We all know 
what a company of Women are capable 


of, when each wants to win a much- 


lov'd Object from the reſt: But as it 
was never known, that one Man was 
the Idol of twelve Ladies, we ſhall on- 
ly obſerve, that there was twelve times 
as much Hatred and Slander among 
thoſe Princeſſes, as is generally found; 
conſequently, twelve times as many 
apiſh, affected Tricks were play'd, all 
which were of Advantage to the Prince, 
who cou'd not but be charmingly a- 
mus'd with this trifling. 
When any one of the Princeſſes had 
found out a new Method of Walking, 
of ſcrewing up her Mouth, or of 
DB 2 Ogling ; ; 
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Ogling; all the reſt, to refine on 
her, immediately ſquinted, drew their 
Mouths up to their Eyes, or fell into 
the moſt ridiculous Shuffle. The ſame 
was practiced with regard to every 
thing elſe; for knowing that Tanzai 


was converfant in Arts of every kind, 


they all became Poets, Painters, Mu— 


ſicians, Sc. and 'tis ſcarce poſſible to 


conceive the multitude of ſtupid Pro- 
ductions in every kind, to which their 
Emulation gave Birth. Tanzai, fear- 
ing he ſhould diſoblige 'em, in caſe he 
ſhow'd any one a Preference which all 
the reſt could not fail of looking upon as 
unjuſt ; would have Chance determine 
their Rank ; and fo divided his Hours, 
that, in the Day- time, he viſited her only 
whoſe Turn it was to be addreſs'd that 
Week. He was preſent at her Toilet, was 


her Gentleman- Uſher on all Occaſions, 


and din'd with her; but in the Evening, at 
the Play houſe, or in the Circle, he ſpoke 
to all the reſt; and*twas then theſe Ri- 
vals ſurvey'd him very minutely ; fan- 
cied he wore a forc'd, uneaſy Air ; and 
Judg*d, by his Countenance, that the

How- 
ever, all theſe Conjectures were wholly 
owing to their Vanity ; and the Beha- 

 viour of Tanzai, tho' his Heart was al- 
ready fix*d, being the ſame to all, they:

Her 
black Eyes were extremely lively and 
Piercing; but from the Inſtant ſne had 
ſeen the Prince, a melting Softnels 
ſeem'd to temper the exceſſive Bright - 
neſs they diffts'd. Her Lips, which 
* a utter'd 
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utter'd the moſt agreeable or prudent 
Expreſſions whenever they open'd, were 
ſweetly ſhap'd, ard adorn'd with the 
fineſt Set of Tceth the World-had ever 
ſeen. She was tall, upright and ma- 
jeſtic, and at the ſame time of a noble, 
ealy Shape. Her Legs and Hands, 
which had been turn'd by the Graces, 
very much prejudic'd the Spectator in 
favour of every thing elle. All her 
Words and Actions were — 
graceful. She had not recourle, in or- 


deer to pleaſe, (whether with regard to 


her Perſon or her Wit) to that affected 
Petulance which is ever fo contrary to 
Reaſon and Decency ; nor to thoſe far- 
fetch'd Words, that ridiculous Jargon 
which, being ſo very ridiculous, ought 
to be univerſally exploded, How in- 
ſenſible muſt that Soul have been, who 
could be unmov'd at fo inchanting an 
Object!

Ah, 
Sir ! replied the Lady with a Sigh, if 
it be ſincere what may you not hope 
for ?---Sincere ! my Princeſs ! ſays he; 
Alas! how injurious is this Doubt? 
At theſe Words he fell at Neadarne's 
Feet, who, greatly pleas'd with her 
Lover, liſtn'd to him with that Com- 
Prey, which a Deſire of being per- 
ſuaded ſuggeſts — Wel] ! I believe you, 
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dear Prince, ſays ſhe, in a tender 
Tone of Voice; and how would it be 
poſſible, loving you ſo paſſionately as I 
do, for me not to believe you? Re- 
ceive, continued ſhe, putting out her 
Hand, the ſincereſt Promiſe of my 
Love; ſpeak for 4 of your's: 
How happy will 1 tor me to love 
you eternally !_ 

Tanzai, overcome by Exceſs of 
Pleaſure, kiſs'd the Princeſs's Hand. 
In, how rapturous a Strain did he ſpeak 
of the firſt Impreſſion which her Charms 
had made on his Heart ! of the Aver- 
ſion he had conceiv'd for her Rivals! 
with what Violence he had ſtruggled to 
ſuppreſs bis Paſſion ! the Impatience 
which tortur'd him! how many Vows 
did he make to love her for ever! 
how ſtrong was the Flame which 
play'd in his Glances | — With regard 
to the Princeſs, who view'd Tanzai 
with Love-darting Eyes, what Ten- 
derneſs did ſhe not read, and ſuck in, 
from his ! Both ſtruck with the ſweet- 

eſt Confuſion, both intoxicated with 
Delight, were dead to all things but 
their melting Wiſhes. 
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As Tanzai was the Darling of ſo 


great a Number of Beauties, and ſure 


of being belov'd, he reſolv'd to take

HEY who only know Nature 
and its Impulſes, will imagine 
that, if the Prince was diflatisfied at 
his going away, the Princeſs was no 
leſs uneaſy at his leaving her.

which fir'd 'em, clears or condemns

ther their Impulſes wou'd permit 'em 
even to glance at Reflexion, Among 


the various Claſſes of Readers, very few 


examine Incidents with Judgment ; 
and moſt who have Abilities for this, 
are oftentimes very unjuſt, We there- 


fore ſhall not fail to argue (whether well 


or ill the Reader will judge) on Nea- 
darne's Conduct. Now, whether it be 
affirm'd, that ſhe ſcream'd too foon or 
too late, *cis very certain ſhe did ſcream;

Cephaes was very much alarm'd there.

He thought it hard to leave, in a Conditi. 
on to in jure the Royal Dignity, a Power 
"which only ſubſiſted by the Protection 
of that Authority which it ſtrove to 
weaken. He was ineens'd at ſeeing the 
-Patriarchs owe their Dignity to Kings, 
and yet continually be wanting in their 
Reſpect to them. But Superſtition 
render'd them venerable. - Beſides, he 
thought it concerned him, notto deſtroy 
abſolutely an Authority, which ac- 
cuſtoming his Subjects to obey, render'd 
them more Subfervient to his Com-

A People without Religion will ſoon 
be without Obedience: If they neither

Reſtraint upon them, they become 
their own- Legiſlators; their Caprice 
is the only Rule they go by; they on- 
ly ſet up, in Order to have the *

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of pulling down. Cor tinually diſ- 


guſted with their own handy Work, 
fond of Novelty, they run perpetually 
from Project to Project: Fearleſs of 


what may happen, either they abſolute- 
ly deſtroy the Remembrance of the Gods, 


or look upon their Anger as ſomething 


ſo diſtant from them, that they hardly 
think it is to be dreaded, 


But a People who are govern'd by 
other Maxims, ſubmiſſive to their 
Kings,look upon them as aPreſent from 
the Deity ; and never imagine they 
have Liberty to judge them, or even 
to examine the Nature of their Au- 
thority, or preſcribe any Limits to 
it. But, on the other Hand, when 
moreSuperſtitious than Religious, more 
Timorous than Virtuous, and more 


Credulous than Enlighten'd, a miſtaken 


Notion of Religion will carry them a 
great Way. More ſtruck with the ex- 


ternal Worſhip, then with the Exiſtence 


of the Deity; more Obedient to his- 
Miniſters than to himſelf, they imagine 


them wrong'd when they have but 


Juſtice done them; and the King, be- 
Vor. I. G ". -, 
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ing the Victim of the Prejudices of his 
Subjects, dares not deliver himſelf from 
Slavery, for fear of exciting Troubles 
wherein his Perſon and Dignity would 
be equally expoſed. 

Cephaes, convinced of the Truth of 
theſe Principles, had endeavour'd by 
little and little ro limit the too great 
Power of the Patriarch, and confine it 
wholly to ſpiritual Duties: To keep 
his Capital from any Cauſe of Diſtur- 
bapce, he had ſent the Patriarch from 
Court, to the end that loſing Sight of 
this Idol, he might be the leſs revered. 
Herein, however, he was out in his 
Politicks: It is not prudent in a So- 
veraign, to remove from his Perſon, a 
Subject who ſhares in ſome Meaſure his 
Authority. The Patriarch ſhined alone 
in the Abode that was aſſign'd him; 
at Chechian he was eclipſed by the ſplen- 
dour of the Throne; and theSubjects ſee- 
inge him forced to do Homage to the 
King, where ſenſible how much he was 
ſubordinate to him. Beſides, it was 
much eaſier to have an Eye upon the 
Factions he might have a Mind to 
form : One ſingle look of the Soveraign's 

might 
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might diſperſe them; whereas, when atja 
Diſtance from the Court, the Patriarch 
took Advantage of the People's Cre- 

dulity, and gain'd Reputation to his 
Cabals by the Length of Time, which 
was neceſſary to overthrow them. 

Cephaes did not in the leaſt doubt, 
conſidering the Vexation he had given 
the Patriarch, but he would endeavour 
to be revenged on him : Nevertheleſs, 
he thought it very extraordinary, that 
he would puſh Matters ſo far as to make 
him lick the Skimmer.

You are contented for 
your Part; you are going to ſee your 
ormorant again; Thanks to the Mole- 
Hill where you have lived, he will find 
you juſt as he leſt you: But _

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let us baniſh this Idea, it-kills 
me. 
During this Diſcourſe, the Princeſs did 
not ſtir ; and//hb1skey fearing Tanzaiwould 
_ detain her, after having aſſured him a- 
gain that ſhe ſhould run noRiſques, oblig- 
ed them to part; and ſaw Neadarne at 
laſt ſer out for the Iſland of Junguille, with 
as much Pleaſure as Tanzai felt Pain.
